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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1-25- 
2006 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant has argued that the rejection under 35USC1 12 , first paragraph is 
improper because the drawings provide support for the amendment, and applicant has 
provided support from the MPEP 2163 for this argument. This argument is respectfully 
found to be not persuasive because the amendment "no more than four sidewall 
surfaces that slop approximately linearly..." is not supported by the drawings as well as 
not supported by the rest of the disclosure because "no more than four sidewall..." 
would include fewer than four as well as four, and there is not support found for fewer 
than four . 

Applicant has argued that the examiner has taken an overly restrictive view of In 
re Watkinson in the rejection of claims under 35USC251 . This argument is respectfully 
found to be not persuasive because MPEP 1450 provides for restriction in Reissue 
applications and it is the examiner's position that claims 44-62, 63-67, 68-72, and 73- 
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101 were drawn to separate and distinct inventions from the claims which were 
examined. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 19,39-43, 63-67, 73-101, drawn to a method of making a 
semiconductor device, classified in class 438, subclass 19. 

II. Claims 44-62 and 68-72, drawn to receiving and processing a signal, 
classified in class 455, subclass 73. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and process of using the 
product. The process of using can be carried out with other RF signal receiving and 
processing device, for example, an RF receiving device which does not have the 
sloping walls. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

Newly submitted claims 44-62 and 68-72 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: as 
given in the above Restriction Requirement and because the MPEP 1450 provides for 
the examiner to consider the Reissue claims to have been constructively elected 
according to the original patent claims. 

Accordingly, claims 44-62 and 68-72 have been withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention, as being constructively non-elected. 
Please see MPEP 1450. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 39-43, and 92-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is not found support for the 
amendment "no more than four sidewall surfaces". 
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Claims 63-66 and 97-101 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being an 
improper recapture of broadened claimed subject matter surrendered in the application 
for the patent upon which the present reissue is based. See Pannu v. Storz Instruments 
Inc., 258 F.3d 1366, 59 USPQ2d 1597 (Fed. Cir. 2001); Hester Industries, Inc. v. Stein, 
Inc., 142 F.3d 1472, 46 USPQ2d 1641 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Clement, 131 F.3d 1464, 
45 USPQ2d 1 161 (Fed. Cir. 1997); Ball Corp. v. United States, 729 F.2d 1429, 1436, 
221 USPQ 289, 295 (Fed. Cir. 1984). A broadening aspect is present in the reissue 
which was not present in the application for patent. The record of the application for the 
patent shows that the broadening aspect (in the reissue) relates to claim subject matter 
that applicant previously surrendered during the prosecution of the application. 
Accordingly, the narrow scope of the claims in the patent was not an error within the 
meaning of 35 U.S.C. 251 , and the broader scope of claim subject matter surrendered 
in the application for the patent cannot be recaptured by the filing of the present reissue 
application. 

Claims 63-66 and 97-101 recite the limitations which were recited in claims 40-49 
of the original application for the patent of the application of the patent of which the 
present application is an application for reissue, and the claims 40-49 were cancelled 
from the original application, therefore there is attempt to recapture in the claims. 

For example, canceled claim 40 of the original application of the patent recites 
the limitations of "a plurality of ...recesses... substrate sheet"; canceled claim 48 recites 
the limitation of "radio frequency identification device circuitry".
